MOTION FOR EXPEDITED CONSIDERATION 

Pursuant to Alaska R. Civ. P. 77(g), Plaintiff Alaska State Hospital and Nursing 
Home Association (“ASHNHA”) moves for expedited consideration of the Motion for 
Preliminary Injunction and Motion for Summary Judgment. 

As discussed in Plaintiffs Motion for Preliminary Injunction and the 
accompanying affidavits, members of ASHNHA face irreparable harm every day that 
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the emergency regulations changing the rates of reimbursement for Medicaid stay in 
effect. Member organizations may have to lay off workers and restructure services in 
the very near term. As set forth in the Motion for Summary Judgment, the law is very 
clear that the Department of Health and Social Services cannot implement the 
emergency regulations or the proposed permanent regulations under both state and 
federal law. The two motions should be considered as one package, and considerations 
of both should be expedited. 

Plaintiff has filed a proposed order herewith. Plaintiff proposes that the State 
respond to both motions within ten days of this Court granting expedited consideration, 
and ASHNHA will reply to those oppositions five days later. Plaintiff also respectfully 
requests that this Court expedite consideration of both motions by setting oral 
argument on both motions several days after the replies would be due. 

I discussed this motion and the proposed schedule with Stacie Kraly, Counsel 
for DHSS. DHSS will respond to this Motion for Expedited Consideration on Monday, 
July 15, 2019, after reviewing the substantive motions.
